REMARKS 

Upon further review of the application after filing it has been noted that certain 
typographical errors occurred in the typing thereof which were previously inadvertently 
overlooked. 

These errors include syntax errors on page 9 of the Specification and the omission of the 
last phrase of paragraph (d) of Claim 1 . It will be noted that the phrase entered corresponds to 
what is stated as to the invention on page 8, line 18 of the Specification. The phrase entered into 
the first line of paragraph (d) of Claim 1 is supported by pages 24 and 25 of the Specification.
